If you have ever read Shakespeare’s play of “‘As You Like 
It,’’ you may remember the wrestling match in the first act 
and Celia saying: “I would I were invisible, that I might 
catch the big fellow by the leg.’’

War is a contest between nations and everybody is 
in the game from start to finish. The Liberty Loan in fact 
is a way of getting other people to play the game, to put 
the push their money represents behind the runner. The 
money they put into the loan is like an arm with which 
they reach out across the sea and give that push just at the 
point where it is wanted. It makes their day’s work on the 
farm or in the office or the factory take effect upon the 
firing line so that every sod they dig, every blow they strike, 
every figure they write down, has its part in holding or 
advancing the line of those who are fighting for the world’s 
liberty. 

Here, in working for the Liberty Loan, is a chance where 
you can help the runner with the ball and perhaps give just 
that little extra push that will enable him to cross the line.

Playground Facts 


The compilation of facts for the 1917 Year Book has in- 
volved correspondence with approximately 1,800 cities, 1,260 of 
which have sent information regarding conditions relating to play- 
ground and recreation center work. Many interesting facts have 
been received about recreational developments in hundreds of cities 
but it has been possible to include in the Year Book table only 
those communities whose reports indicate that play leaders were 
employed at the playgrounds and play centers. 

The effect of the war on the recreation move- 
ment in the United States is a matter of great 
concern to all who have known the unfortunate 
results in the allied countries of the letting down of the bars safe- 
guarding the physical well-being of the children and the leisure 
time activities of the working girl and boy. The reports re- 
ceived of recreational activities conducted during 1917, the first 
year of America’s participation in the world war, are very en- 
couraging in their indication of increased development rather than 
retrenchment. Of the cities discontinuing their playground work 
during the past summer only seven, two of which were Canadian 
cities, indicate that the work was abandoned because of the stress 
of war. In one of these cities the playground was turned over to 
the soldiers in the near-by training camp for recreational purposes 
and in still another the ground was used for drill by the men in 
training. In three other communities gardening was substituted 
for normal playground activities. The official in charge in one of 
these cities reports, however, that this plan was not successful 
and that every effort will be made to resume playground activities 
in 1918. The fact that 52 new cities started playground work 
last summer—an increase of 21.1 per cent over 1916's newly 
organized centers—and that at least 13 cities have since Novem- 
ber, 1916, placed their recreation work on a permanent year-

round basis with a superintendent employed the entire year, are 
encouraging indications of America’s determination to make and 
keep her young people physically fit. 


During the year ending November I, 1917, the 
481 cities sending reports complete enough for 
publication maintained 3,944 playgrounds and 
‘neighborhood recreation centers under paid leadership. At least 
23 other cities sent in partial information indicating work con- 
ducted with paid leaders in charge, making a total of 504 known 
to have conducted work in 1917. ‘These reports indicate an in- 
crease over 1916 of 17.8 per cent in the number of cities and 15.8 
per cent in the number of centers conducted.

MANAGEMENT 
Municipal 

The reports received on administration and management indi- 
cate that in 291 of the 481 cities sending complete information, 
playground and recreation center work was administered wholly 
or in part by some department of the municipality; that is, 60.4 
per cent of the total number of cities reporting have some form 
of municipal control. 

In 48 cities playground and neighborhood recreation centers 
were maintained by Playground or Recreation Commissions; in 
22, by Playground and Recreation Departments and Divisions or 
Boards or Bureaus of Recreation. In 108 cities School Boards 
conducted playground and recreation center work; in 59, Park 
Boards: in 9 cities, City Councils or Boards of Selectmen were 
in charge of the work. Other municipal departments managing 
recreation work were: Departments of Public Works operating in 
5 cities; Department of Public Safety in one; county authorities 
in 7, and municipal playground committees in 8. 

A number of cities reported a combination of municipal de- 
partments in the administration of the work. In 5 cities Boards 
of Education and Park Departments were associated; in 6, 
Boards of Education and Recreation Commissions and Boards; 
in 2, Boards of Education and the city; in one, Department of 
Public Welfare and the city. In 4 cities the Department of 
Parks and Public Property, the Boards of Education, the County 
Park Commission and the Recreation Commission work to- 
gether in various combinations. 
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PLAYGROUND FACTS 


Private 

In 48 cities playground and recreation center work was con- 
ducted by Playground and Recreation Associations and Leagues; 
in 17, by Civic Clubs and Associations; in 4, by Improvement 
Clubs; in 9, by Parent-Teachers’ Associations and Home and 
School Leagues; in 6, by Y. M. C. A.’s; in one by the Y. W. C. A.; 
in 6, by Playground Committees; in 12, by Social Service 
Leagues, Welfare and Relief Associations and Settlements. In 
10 cities industrial plants maintained the work; in 2, Chambers 
of Commerce or Rotary Clubs; in 5, private individuals. In 6 
cities such organizations as Political Equality Leagues, Chau- 
tauqua Associations, community Bible classes and Sunday 
School athletic associations carried on the work while in 5 cities 
a combination of private organizations was responsible for the 
maintaining of activities. 


Municipal and Private 


A combination of municipal departments and private organiza- 
tions was reported in a number of cities. In one community the 
Board of Education combined with the Recreation Committee; in 
2, the Park Department and Charity Organization Society worked 
together; in 2 others the Park Department united with the 
Y. M. C. A., and with industrial and charitable institutions. In 
5 cities, the Park and Playground Commissions combined with 
Playground Associations; in 2, municipal playground committees 
joined with Playground Associations and Social Service Federa- 
tions. In 4 others the City Councils and other municipal 
departments combined with private organizations in assuming 
responsibility for recreation work. 


ORGANIZATION 


Reports which were received regarding forms of organiza- 
tion show a number of communities where existing Playground 
and Recreation Commissions are not as yet conducting work or 
are acting in a purely advisory capacity to sub-committees or organ- 
izations which are actively engaged in carrying on recreational 
activities. A study of these facts with the data on administration 
furnished by cities actively conducting work shows the following 
forms of administration:

SourcEs OF SUPPORT 


In 253 cities the playgrounds and neighborhood recreation 
centers were supported by municipal funds; in 109, by private 
funds; in 103, by both municipal and private; in 6, by county; 
in 5, by municipal and county. In 5 instances the sources of 
support were not stated. 


EXPENDITURES 


A total expenditure of $6,659,600.80 was reported, represent- 
ing an increase over 1916’s reported expenditures of $2,424,882.35. 
Of the total amount $3,848,084.38 was expended in 390 cities for 
salaries alone. 


EMPLOYED WoRKERS 


In the 481 cities sending complete reports on playground 
and neighborhood center work conducted under paid leadership, 
8,748 workers were employed, an increase over 1916 of 1,626 
workers. Of these, 2,758 were men, 4,940 were women. In 
1,050 instances the sex was not given. In addition to these 
workers 2,126 caretakers were employed. One _ hundred 
forty cities reported 1,454 workers employed the year-round. 
The reports sent by 7 of these cities, however, indicate that 29 
workers were physical directors or teachers in charge of organ- 
ized play in connection with the school program. 

During 1917, 75 cities maintained training classes for play- 
ground workers. Of these, 50 reported 2,070 students in attend- 
ance. In addition, 11 cities reported weekly conferences of 
workers. 

Thirty-four cities reported that their recreation positions were 
filled by Civil Service examinations. 


PLAYGROUNDS AND NEIGHBORHOOD RECREATION CENTERS EsTAB- 
LISHED IN 1917 


Fifty-two cities stated that playgrounds and neighborhood 
recreation centers were opened for the first time in 1917 under 
paid leadership.

Bonp IssuEs 


Eleven cities reported bond issues authorized in 1917. The 
total amount represented by these issues is $473,800. 


DONATED PLAYGROUNDS 
Forty-three cities reporting on donated playgrounds placed the 
valuation of these grounds at $420,600. 


LENGTH OF PLAYGROUND TERM 


One hundred thirteen cities reported 757 playgrounds and 
neighborhood recreation centers open the year round. In 7 of 
these, however, the centers reported open referred to school 
centers at which organized play was conducted in connection 
with the school program. ‘Two thousand five hundred ninety 
centers were open only during the summer season. 

One hundred eighty cities had their centers open on holidays ; 
79, on Sundays. 


ATTENDANCE 


Of 481 cities, 422 reported a total average attendance of 
737,519 during the summer months. One hundred fourteen 
cities reported an attendance at winter centers of 230,897. 


SEPARATE SPACES FoR Boys AND GIRLS 


One hundred thirty-eight cities reported 847 playgrounds 
with separate spaces for boys and girls. 


EvENING PLAYGROUNDS 


One hundred forty-three cities reported 629 playgrounds 
opened and lighted evenings under leadership; 116 reported an 
average attendance of 550,371 on these playgrounds. 


EveNING RECREATION CENTERS 


In 148 cities evening recreation center work was carried on 
in the schools. One hundred forty-six of these cities reported 
643 school buildings open evenings. The total attendance in 100 
cities was 55,434. 


BuILDINGS FOR RECREATION PURPOSES 
Eighty-nine cities reported buildings used solely for recre- 
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PLAYGROUND FACTS 


ation purposes. Six cities reported 285 such buildings with a 
total average attendance in 66 cities of $360,264. The value of 
the recreation buildings in 45 cities was $4,670,674. 


STREETS FOR PLAY 


In 23 cities streets were closed for play. Eighteen of these 
cities reported that play leaders were in charge of the street play- 
grounds. One city reported block dances held in the streets. In 
106 cities coasting was permitted. 


Pusitic SWIMMING Poots, BatHs AND BATHING BEACHES 


One hundred fifty-one cities reported on public swimming 
pools, 149 of this number having 328 pools. 

Ninety-eight cities reported 381 public baths. 

One hundred nine cities reported 192 public bathing beaches.

Arms 
on top of the 
wheel, held in 
place by two 
clevises, pro- 
ject two feet 
beyond the 
rim. An eye 
bolt is put 
through the 
arm about 
three inches 
from the end, 
from which 
the ropes are 
dropped to 
within three 
feet of the 
ground. This 
way of mak- 
ing a giant 
stride keeps 
the children 
far apart, the 


braces and the 
pole were cut 
right back of 
the school in 
an oak forest. 
The pole is 
suspended 
eye bolts and 
chains. No 
child to my 
knowledge has 
yet been able 
to walk the 
length of the 
pole without 
falling off.
